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Sea Water Intrusion

Barrier Will Save Area Water Supply
las Angeles County Flood 

Control District has launched
 n all-out program to halt fur­ 
ther sea water encroachment 
into fresh well supplies in the 
Wilmington area, according to 
Supervisor Burton W. Chace.

Fornwly identified as the 
"Dominguez Gap Barrier 
Project." the undertaking is 
expected to reach an ultimate 
cost of $2.7 million.

The completed system will 
consist of a line of 29 injection 
wells, which pump fresh water 
underground to form t barrier
 gainst brine contamination ; 
observation wells to check on 
effectiveness of the defense j 
line: and water supply and dis­ 
posal facilities.

     
"THE PROJECT area is 

Just inland from Los Angeles 
Harbor and the barrier will ex­ 
tend in an east-west direction 
from the Palos Verdes Hills to 
a north-south routing along 
Dominguez Channel," Chace 
said.

The district's West Coast Ba­ 
sin Barrier protects that area 
from Santa Monica Bay seawa- 
ter intrusion. The Dominguez 
Gap effort will complete pro­ 
tective measures needed to 
block encroachment into the 
basin from San Pedro Bay.

The use of groundwater for 
domestic and industrial use 
from the West Coast Basin has 
exceeded natural replenish­ 
ment for many years, Chace 
pointed out This heavy use has 
lowered fresh supplies below 
sea level over the entire basin 
and resulted in saline con 
lamination.

RESERVOIRS in the Central 
and West Coast Basin have 
been so seriously overdrawn 
that, over a large portion ol 
the area, pumping levels are 
below sea level.

Chace said the area within 
the Coastal Plain is that por­ 
tion of the West Coast Basin 
located adjacent to San Pedro 
Bay between the Palos Verdes 
Hills and Signal Hill and from 
the Dominguez Hills south to 
the ocean. It is generally re­ 
ferred to as "the Dominguez 
area."

Inland groundwater levels in 
the Dominguez area are as 
much as W feet below sea lev 
tl.

     
TO CORRECT the problem 

the Dominguez Gap Project 
has been divided into contract 
units designed to create, main­ 
tain, and monitor the fresh wa­ 
ter blockage to further in- 
atrusion, Chace said.

Work has been separated 
Into units to attract contractors 
experienced in specific fields, 
Consideration also was given 
to breaking down the units into 
reasonably sized contracts to 
make the bidding as com­ 
petitive as possible.

Chace issued the following 
status report on the various 
nits:
  Units 1 and 2: Water sup­ 

ply and disposal pipelines and 
pressure and chlorlnation sta­ 
tions are being built between 
Carson Street and Blinn Ave­ 
nue. Bids were opened May 23 
with Zum Engineering Co. sub­ 
mitting low offer of |823,(U. 
The contract is expected to be 
awarded shortly by the Board 
of Supervisors, with construc­ 
tion due between about June 
15 of this year and March IS,

  Unit S: Water supply and 

disposal lines are being In­ 
stalled between Bllnn Avenue 
and Kigueroa Street. It Is now 
being constructed by Mike 
Prlich and Sons under terms of 
1155,379 contract awarded last 
Dec. 31. The job is due for 
completion in August.
  Unit 1A: 12 recharge 

wells are planned between Se- 
pulveda Boulevard and Blinn 
Avenue. The work is expected 
to go to bid shortly, with a con­ 
tract to be awarded about 
Sept. 15 and completed around 
May 15,1970.
  Unit IB: 22 observation

14,000-acre feet per year. It 
will he obtained from the Met­ 
ropolitan Water District's sei- 
o n d lower feeder system 
presently under construction at 
Alameda and Carson Streets.

funds Crntral and West Basin 
Water Heplonishment District 
has Indicated by agreement Its 
willingness to buy the water 
needed for the project.
